Santa Fe - Evidence that • rare 
once dwelt In the Chaeo canyon, In 
New Mexico, imssesstng a degree nf 
civilization comparable with our own 
has heen unearthed by urchiieolngiats 
working under the direction of the 
HMD of American Research of San- 
ta Ke.
